SCHEDULE 

(1) Responsibility for the administration, training 
and discipline of the Police and for the efficiency of their 
organisation and operations for the prevention and de- 
tection of crime. 

(2) Cheek over House rents and married quarters for 
Lower Subordinates, 

(3) The scrutiny of the indents of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

(4) Cheek of accounts of Mounted Police. 

(5) Responsibility as Controlling Officer for the 
countersignature of all T.A. Bills of gazetted police offi- 
cers. 

(6) The carrying out of inspections of districts, forma] 
and informal, each year and submission of inspection re- 
ports to the Chief Commissioner, 

(7) Power to sanction funds out of tl e distributed 
allotment for administratively approved works costing 
not more than Rs. 5,000 and for any special repair pro- 
ject which has been administratively approved and for 
which the estimate has been prepared by the Public 
Works Department. 

(8) To accord administrative approval to works for 
non residential buildings : — 

(i) For works of all petty and annual repairs to 

buildings in the charge of the Police Depart- 
ment falling ui_der the minor head “ Works ” 
of the Major Head “ 29-Police ” and to the 
extent of Rs. 1,600.

(ii) For works appertaining to Police Lines and 

Police Stations and miscellaneous buildings of 
the Police Department falling under the 
minor head “ Original Works-Buildings- 
Folice ” of the Major head “ 60-Civil Works ” 
and to the extent of Rs. 1,000 only. 

(9) To make permanent distribution of armament in 
each district according to the number sanctioned for the 
district. 

(10) To decide about the replacement of arms or am- 
munition lost, at the Government expense or individuals 
expense. 

(11) Power to condone interruption and deficiencies 
in services of Sub-Inspectors and Assistant Sub-Inspec- 
tors. 

(12) Powers and responsibility jas Collecting Officer 
for recoveries of over-payments. 

(13) Authority to discharge directly appointed Sub- 
Inspectors and Assistant Sub-Inspectors during their pro- 
bationary period of three years for which no appeal lies. 

(14) Authority to remove name from lists A, B, C, 
and D (Lower subordinates) kept by the Superintendents 
of Poliee and give orders in respect of methods of selec- 
tion and the tests applied. 

(15) Powers to call for records of awards made by 
Superintendents of Police, and their Subordinates and to 
confirm, modify or annul the same or make further in- 
vestigation or direct such to be made before pronouncing 
orders.. 

(16) Authority to hear appeals against the orders of 
Superintendents of Police in cases of reduction and dis- 
missals. 

(17) Power to make officiating promotions to the rank 
of Inspectors and permanent, promotions to the rank of 
Sub-Inspectors and Assistant. Sub-Inspectors and to 
transfer from one District to another Officers upto and 
including the rank of Sub-Inspectors. 

(18) To hold conferences of the gazetted office** in 
order to djecuas definite matter* common eorjeern, 


where a definite improvement, in co-operation or methods 
of prevention and detection or crime can be anticipated 
as an outcome.

Himachal Pradesh is pleased to make the 
following order : — 

1 (a) This order min he called “ THE HIMACHAL 
PRAD^SII CLOTH DISTRIBUTION ORDER, 1148 
(hereinafter referred to as the ' Order 

(b) It extends to the whole of Himachal Pradesh. 

(c) Tt shnll come into force atonee. 

SECTION 1 A ’ DEFINITION 

2. In this order unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context. 

(a) “Climf Commissioner’' means the Chief Com- 

mi sioner, Himachal Pradesh. 

(b) “ Authorised Wholesale Distributor ” means a 

deider holding a wholesale license under the 
Fini'ichrl Pradesh Cotton Cloth Dealers 
Licensing Order, 1948, and authorised under 
the provisions of sub-clause (al of clause 7 
of this order. 

(ft “Authorised retail distributor” means a 
dealer holding a retail sale license under the 
Himachal Pradesh Cotton Cloth Dealers 
LicTning Order. 1948, and authorised under 
the nro visions of sub-clause (a) of clause 7 
of th’s Order ; 

(d) “ Pi -drift Mr gritrat 0 ” means the District 
Moristrate of the district and includes the 
Director Civil SnpplieslDistrict Civil Supplies 
( officer where such an officer has been appoint- 
ed hy the Chmf Commissioner, Himachal 
Pradesh an 1 am other officer or nerson 
enthorhed hv the District Magistrate! Director 
Civil Supplies! District Civil Supplies Officer, 
as the ease mnv be, for all or any of the pur- 
poses of this Order ; 

(cl “ Enquiry Officer nr Assistant Enquiry Offleer ” 
means a nerson authorised under the provi- 
sions of clause 3 of this Order ; 

(f) “ Distribution .Area ” means any area in which 
all or any of the provisions of this order have 
been broug it into force ; 

(,g) “ PH ribution date ” means such date as may 
he fixed hy the Director Civil Supplies in res- 
pect of any distribution area for commence- 
ment of distribution of eloth under this 
Order ; 

(b) " Distribution* Document ” means a eloth card, 
or any other authorisation, or document issued 
or made by or under the provision of this 
Order ; 

(i) “ (''loth ” means any type of eloth manufac- 
tured either wholly from cotton or partly 
from cotton and partly from any other 
materia! but cloth does not include 

(i) ready made clothing, other than dhoties and 

WOeS ; 

(ii) hosiery ; 

(iii) Lcither c oth and inferior or imitation leather 

cloth crii.i-ar’y med in book-binding. 

(iv) tracing paper ; 

(v) ikfih manufactured partly from cotton and 

I'.iilly Horn wool and containing 40 p n r 
cent, or mere of wool by weight. 

(vi,Y rubberised or synthetic water-proof fabrics 
whether single textured or double testing 
ed ; 


(vii) handloom cloth and cloth made on power- 
loom, the prices of which are not controlled 
by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 

Provided that the Chief Commissioner, may by an 
order in writing, exclude or include, either generally or 
for a particular distribution area, any description of 
cloth or any garment or article made of cloth from or 
into the operation of the aho x e definitions : — 

(i) “ Superior Cloth ’’ means any of cloth 
stamped as fine or superfine as well as cloth 
the retail prices of which exceeds annas ten 
per yard. 

(ii) “ Other Cloth ” inians all cloth other than 
superior eloth . 

I iii 1 “ Distribution Cloth ” means that cloth wh'ch 
is distributed or ear-marked for distribution 
under the provision of this order ; 

( A ) “Non-distribution cloth” means eloth other 
than “ Distribution Cloth ”, 

Section 3 — preparatory measures. 

3. (aj If in the opinion of the District Magis- 
trate it is necessary or expedient to carry out any mea- 
sures preparatory to the dis ribution of eloth, he may 
authorise any person aa an Enquiry Officer or Assistant 
Enquiry Officer in respect of any area to collect informa- 
tion and statistic necessary far the distribution of cloth 
in that area. 

Explanation. — An Enquiry Officer shall be deemed 
to be a public servant within the meaning of 
Section 21 of the Indian Penal Code. 

4. (a) The Enquiry Officer or the Assistant Enquiry 
Officer may ask of any person «uch questions, for the pur- 
pose of collecting information and statistics relating to 
the distribution of eloth, as may be considered necessary, 

(bl Every person of whom a question is asked under 
sub-clause (a) shall be legally bound to answer such ques- 
tions truth -fully and to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, and if so required bv the Enquiry Officpr or the 
Assistant Enquiry Officer to answer it in writing with 
his name signed thereto. Tf such a person is irnanle to 
answer any question put to him, in writing, he shall 
after the answers given by him haVe been recorded by 
the Enquiry Officer or the Assistant Enquiry Officer be 
lega'ly bound to sign or affix his thumb impression or 
mark to the record. 

((•) The Enquiry Officer or the Assistant Enquiry Offi- 
cer acting under sub-clause (a) or (b) shall pay due re- 
eard to the social and religious customs of the person 
from who pi the enquiry is being made. 

5. Every person occupying any premises shall allow 
the Enquiry Officer or the Assistant Enquiry Officer such 
access thereto as he may require for the purposes of his 
work ; 

Provided that in requiring access to any premises, due 
regard shall be paid by such officer to the social and relig- 
ious customs of the occupier. 

6. No Enquiry Officer or the Assistant Enquiry Offleer 
shall knowingly make any false return or any false re- 
cord in connection with any inquiry conducted hy him. 

SECTION ‘ C ’ — DISTRIBUTION 

7. (a) with a view to controlling the distribution of 
eloth. the District Magistrate may issue an authorisation 
to any nerson being a wholesale dealer, or a retail dealer 
to distribute eloth in the dis ribution area in a< cordfiiice 
with the provisions prescribed hy or under this order 
and such authorisation may specify conditions subject 
to which such wholesale or letail dealer shall distribute 
the said eloth ; 

(b) The District Magistra e, may, at any time, whe- 
ther at tlw request of the person to whom an authorisa- 
tion has been issued, or after making such inquiry as he 
d**cm iu'i't ,ar;, , add to, amend, vary or rescind the 
i etherisation issued under ti b-c’ause (a). 

8. No authorised wholesale distributor sha’l on or after 
the distribu 1 ion date, supply or offer or attempt to sup- 

any distribution cloth to any person other than an 
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authorised retail distributor and except under and in 
accordance with the provisions prescribed by or under 
this order. 

0. (a) No authorised retail distributor shall, on or 
after the distribution date in respect of any distribution 
area, supply or offer or attempt to supply any distribu- 
tion cloth except under and in accordance with the pro- 
visions prescribed by or under this order ; 

(b) No authorised retail distributor shall on or after 
the distribution date in resuect of any distribution area 
possess, store, supply or offer or attempt to supply any 
non-distribution cloth. 

(a) The District Magistrate may at any time, whether 
at the request of the pewmi to whom an Authorisation ha* 
been issued, or after making such enquiry as be deems 
necessary add to, amend, vary or rescind the authorisa- 
tion issued under sub clause (a). 

30. Excent ns otherwise provided by or under this 
order, distribution cloth shall he obtained from an autho- 
rised wholesale distributor and authorised retail distribu- 
tor on or after the distribution date only by means of a 
distribution document available for lawful use arid law- 
fully used and only upto such quantity of riotli ns is re- 
presented by the units specified on the distribution docu- 
ment. 

11. No nerson shall obtain or sttemnt to obtain any 
distribution document unless he is entitled lo it under 
and in accordance with the provisions prescribed by or 
under this order. 

12. With a view to controlling the distribution of cloth 
In any or all distribution areals, the Chief Commissioner 
or the District Magistrate may : — 

(a) make regulations providing for the manner in 

which and conditions suhiect to which nwh 
cloth mav he sunnlied or obtained or distribut- 
ed or consumed in such areals’. 

(b) issue or cause to issue to anv person or class of 

■persons or to the nnK|i<. generally, in n’n- dis- 
tribution rrof> distribution documents for the 
purposes of distribution of such e'otn and so 
far cs mny necessary for that purpose, 
specify or cause to specify ; 

(i) the cla'-s oC rmwons to whom such cloth ‘"hall 

be distributed under and in accordance 
with the provisions made by or under this 
order ; 

(ii) the form of distribution document which may 

be unsafe for such purpose ; 

(iii) the manner in which and the conditions sub- 

ject to which, such distribution document 
can h a obtained and URed for supplying or 
obtaining such cloth, including the manner 
in which and the conditions subject to which 
such distribution document may be regis- 
tered with an authorised retail distributor. 

(iv) the period for which any distribution docu- 

ment shall he valid ; 

(v) the number of units of distribution cloth al- 

lotted to any person, class of persons or to 
the public generally ; 

(vl) the quantity of such cloth which a unit sh.aff 
renre.sent whether separately for superior 
cloth cr other cloth or for both in combina- 
tion ; 

(vii) the manner in which and the conditions sub- 
ject to which the authorised wholesale dis- 
tributor and the authorised retail distribu- 
tor mav obtain such cloth for the purposes 
of distribution ; 

(viii) any other matter connected with the distri- 
bution of such cloth, 

(c) make regulations providing for the conditions 

subject to which any cloth may he imported 
into and exported optajde such great, 


13. No distribution document shall be delivered to a 
person, unless such person or any adult member of his 
family to whom the document is tendered on his behalf 
signs or affixes his signature or thumb impressi in in 
token of receipt of such document, if so required by the 
officer delivering such document. 

14. Tbe District Magistrate, may at any time, whether 
at the request of the person to whom any distribution 
document has been issued or after making such enquiries 
as he deems necessary add to. amend, vary or rescind 
the distribution document. Where any distribution 
document is rescinded, any person in possession of it 
shall forthwith deliver the same to fh° District Magistrate 
or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf. 

15. A distribution document shall not lie used for ob- 
taining distribution cloth except by or on behalf of the 
person to whom such document has been issued. 

16. Every distribution document issued under this 
order shall be the property of the Himachal Pradesh 
Government but the prwon to whom it is issued or sur- 
rendered or by whom it is retained under the provisions 
of this order or the regulations made thereunder shall he 
entitled to its custody and shall ho responsible for the 
safe custody. 

37. If any distribution dpenments be defaced, lost or 
destroyed, tho Distrii t Magistrate mav subject to any 
regidations that may bo jVned bv the Himachal Pradesh, 
in this behalf, after making such enquiry as he may 
think, fit. i'-.sUe a new distribution document in place 
thereof. Every person to whom a new distribution docu- 
ment has been is'iied, shall, if he ‘■nbsequently finds the 
lost distribution document, forthwith return the latter^ 
document to the District Mamrirato or any other officer 
authorised by him in this behalf, 

78. (i) No person shall transfer to any ofher person 
a distribution document issued to him. 

(ii) No person haring obtained distribution eloth on 
the baris of a distribution document shall change, sell or 
otherwise transfer such cloth frr gain or use it for pur- 
poses other than for which it has been obtained under 
this order ; 

Tins shall not arm’- to /Tn+rihntion bv anv person of 
and distribution clrth lawfully obtained by him on a dis- 
tribution document : — 

(a) to member? of the same household, or 

(b) to any other pewon c’tber without payment or 
price of such cloth or in exchange for any cloth.. 

Provided that the w-emotion in this clause shall not 
r"p]v to » person in respect of distribution eloth held hv 
him in his cnpacitv na an authorised wholesale distri- 
butor nr an authorised retail distributor. 

19. When any pewon is in prwomion of a distribution 
document, and such pes'-esrinn is not authorised by vir- 
tue of this order, he shall forthwith deliver the same to 
thp officer, inehargo of the nearest distribution office. 

20 Every authorised wholesale distributor or retail 
distributor, as the ease may he rimll when so renuired hv 
general or snpoial directions by the District Magistrate 
in this behalf : — 

(a) deliver to him all authorisations, and documents 

given or surrendered to him under or for the 

purposes of this order ; and 

(b) furnish such particulars relating to his dealings 

in and stocks of eloth as may he required ; 

SECTION ‘ D ’ — -PltTCE FIXATION 

21. fa) The Director of Civil Supplies or the District 
Magistrate under the orders of the Chief Commissioner,. 
Himachal Pradesh may fix from time to time for any* 
distribution area or for distribution areas generally, the 
maximum price at which : — 

(i) cloth shall ho sold by rm authorised wholesale 

distributor ; 

(ii) cloth shall be sold by an authorised retail dis- 

tributor ; 

(b) No authorised wholesale or retail distributor shall 
sell cloth at a price higher than that- fixed uu^p sut) 
clause (a) p.f this 
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SECTION 'E ’ — PO AVERS OF INSPECTION 

22. (a) For the more effective enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this order, the District Magistrate or any 
authority empowered by or under this order, may either 
by himself or by any other person duly authorised by 
him in this beha’f ; 

(i) enter any premises ; 

(ii) ask of any person all necessary questions ; 

(iii) search and as far as may be necessary for that 

purpose, detain any person, or vehicle or ani- 
mal and 

(iv) seize any cloth found in such persons possession 

or in such vehicle or on such animal : 

In respect of which he has reason to believe that a 
contravention of anv of the provisions of this 
order, has been, is being, or is about to be com- 
mitted ; 

(b) Every person iiioliarge of a vehicle or animal or 
premises which is searched or is sought to he searched 
under the provisions of sub-clause (a) shall aHow the 
authority making the demand access to such premises, 
vehicle or animal and any person questioned under the 
aforesaid sub-clause shall be bound to answer all ques- 
tions put to him truthfully and to the best of his know- 
ledge and belief. 

(c) Tn exercising powers under sub-clause (a) due re- 
gard shaU be paid to the social and religious customs of 
the person concerned. 

SECTION ‘ F ' — GENERAL 

23. Notwithstanding any provisions of this order, the 
Chief Commi'-sioner may suhiect to such conditions as 
may be prescribed, authorise the distribution of any cloth 
otherwise than on a distribution document. 

24. The Chief Commissioner or the District Magistrate

26. (a) The District Magistrate may by general or 
special order in writing require an authorised wholesale 
distributor or authorised retail distributor to execute 
agreement and to deposit security with him. Such order 
shall specify the amount of the security, the form in 
which it is to be deposited and the date by which it is to 
be deposited. 

(b) If an order has been issued under the provisions 
of sub-dauso (a) any personlpersons affected by it shall 
deposit the security of the correct amourt in the form 
and by the date specified in the order, and if security is 
not depositod, then without prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken against kim]t.hera his|their autho- 
risation may be cancelled or withheld or suspended. 

(c) If an authorised wholesale distributor or authoris- 
ed retail distributor who has deposited security under the 
provisions of this clar.se contravenes any provisions of 
this order or any condition of the agreement executed by 
him then without prejudice to any other action whicli 
may be taken against him, the District Magistrate may 
direct by order, in writing, that his security shall be con- 
fiscated in whole or part.

Provided, that notwithstanding anything contained in 
this order, there shall he no appeal from any order of the 
Chief Commissioner made in exercise of a power exercise- 
able under this order by the District Magistrate. 

28. The District Magistrate may call for such returns 
and such information as he considers necessary for the 
more effective distribution of cloth under this order and 
any person from whom such returns or information is de- 
manded shall he legally bound to furnish correct return 
or correct information as the case may be, by the date 
and to the authority fixed for this purpose. 

29. If a person contravening any provision , of this 
order is a company or other body corporate, a proprietor 
manager, Secretary, or other office-holder or agent there- 
of, he shall, unless he moves that the contravention took 
place without his knowledge or that he exercised all due 
deligeneo to prevent such contravention, be. deemed guilty 
of such contravention. 

30. If any person contravenes the provisions of this 
order, then without preiudice to any other punishment, 
to which he may be liable, any court trying the offence 
shall order that the stock of cloth together with the pack- 
ages and coverings thereof in respect of which the court 
is satisfied that the offence has beeu committed shall he 
forefeited to the Himachal Pradesh Government, unless 
for anv reason to be recorded in writing, the court is of 
the opinion that the forfeiture should not be made in res- 
pect of the whole or, as the ease may be, a part of the 
stock.

No. 16-106148-11. — In oxercit-e of the powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Essential Supplies (Temporary 
Powers) Act, 1946, as delegated in the Government of 
India, Ministry of Industry and Supply Notification No. 
90|20-Tex. 1(48 (1 ), dated the 16th October 1948 and all 
other powers enabling him in this behalf, and with the 
prior concurrence of the Government of India, the Chief 
Commissioner, Himachal Pradesh is pleased to make the 
following order namely : — 

1. (a) This order may be called the Himachal Pradesh 
Cotton Cloth and Yarn (Regulation of Movements) Older, 
1948, (hereinafter referred to as the “ Order ”). 

(b) It extends to the whole of Himachal Pradesh. 

(e) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this order unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context. 

(a) “ Export ” means to take out of the Himachal 

Pradesh or the said lands by rail, road or 
river to any province or state of the Dominion 
of India and Pakistan and includes taking 
out of the Himachal Pradesh to any place 
situated in the said lands as well as ont of thp 
said lands to any place situated in Himachal 
Pradesh and includes also movement from one 
district to another. 

(b) “ Permit Issuing Authority ” means— 

(i) in relation to Himachal Pradesh any officer 

appointed by the Chief Commissioner, to 
administer this order ; 

(ii) in relation of any district, District Magis- 
trate! Director of Civil Supplies and any 
other officer or person authorised by tthe 
District Magistrate|Director of Civil Sup- 
plies as the case may be. 

(c) “ Cotton Cloth ” means any type of cloth manu- 

factured either wholly from cotton or partly 
from cotton and partly from any other 
mat ‘rial but “cotton cloth” does not in- 
clude — 

(j) ready made clothing other than dhoties and 

sarees, 

(ii) hosiery, 

(iii) Leather cloth and inferior or imitation 

leather cloth ordinarily used in book-bind- 
ing ; 

(iv) tracing paper ; 

(v) Cloth manufactured partly from cotton and 

partly from wool and containing 40 per 
cent, or more of wool by weight. 

(vi) rubberned or synthetic water-proof fabrics 

whether single-textured or double-textured; 

(d) “ Carrier ” means a person or any agency engag- 

ed in the business of transporting for hire 
property from place to place, by land or in- 
land navigation, for all persons in discrimin- 
ately. 

(e) “ Cotton Yarn ” means any type of yarn manu- 

factured either wholly from cotton or partly 
from cotton and partly from any other 
material, but does not include rope 1 --, twine, 
braids, quitting yam especially manufactur- 
ed for hand-knitting purpose, and .jewing 
thread in tube or reals not more than 2,000 
yards in length. 

3. No person shall export or attempt to export cotton 
jgloth and | or yarn except under the authority and in ac- 
cordance with the conditions of a permit issued by a per- 
mit issuing authority in the case of movement within the 
Zone and Textile Commissioner, Bombay in the case of 
interzonal movement. The permit shall be in form IV 
specified in Schedule “ A ” annexed to this order. 


4. No person shall deliver any cotton cloth and|or v 
to a carrier for export, until he has obtained a perr 
in form IV specified in Schedule " A ” annexed to t 
order from the Permit Issuing Authority. 

Provided that nothing in clause 3 or 4 of this sh 
apply to the export of cotton cloth or yarn not exee. 
ing 10 lbs. in weight by a bonaflde passenger as part 
bis personal luggage. 

5. An application for a permit to export cotton ch 
and yarn shall be made in writing to the permit issui 
authority in form 1 specified in Schedule “ A ” anri 
ed to this order in the ease of mill-mr.de and in form 
in the case of power-loom and handloom cloth, and 
form III in the ease of cotton yarn. 

6. (i) The Permit Issuing Authority, may, at a 
time, without assigning anv reason, amend, vary or c; 
eel any permit issued by him. 

(ii) If any permit issued under this order is cancel 
the helder of such permit shall deliver it up as direci 
bv the Permit Issuing Authority immediately upon 
ceiving intimation of such cancellation. 

7. "Wlien a permit has been granted for the export 
cotton cloth and yarn the permit holder shall, 

(a) return it to the Permit Issuing Authority af 

the export to which it pertains has taV 
place, with the fact recorded on it. 

(b) in case the export does not take place, return 

to the Permit Issuing Authority after the d 
of validity of the permit has expired. 

8. A permit Issuing Authority may at any time 
quire the holder of a permit to return it to him or 
such officer as he may specify in this behalf and it si 
be the duty of the bolder of the permit to comply w 
such an order forthwith. 

9. A permit Issuing Authority or any officer autho 
ed by him in this behalf may enter and insnpef anv r 
mises in which he has reason to believe that any cot 
elc+h or yarn H< been, is being or it, lihelv to be kept 
stored for export and may inspect any vehicle or ve 
or animal, wherever found, in or upon which he 
reason to hplmve that cotton rloth and [or sfize any cot 
cloth and|or yarn found in any such premises, vph 
or on such animal and any person in possesion of ; 
such promises, vehicle, vessel or animal and bis agents f 
servants shall furnish the means required for such eu 
nnd inspection and shall aho answer tnRbfidlv eno 
the best of Ins knowledge all questions rmt to him in 1 
hpholf by the permit Issuing Authority or any ot 
officer authorised by him in this behalf. 

10. Tf anv person contravenes anv provision of i 
order he shall be punishable with imnrirnnment wh 
may extend to three years and in addition may 
sentenced to psv fine and without prejudice to any ot 
punishment which may be imposed, any court try 
such contravention may direct that any eotten cloth a 
or yarn together with the packages and coverings the 
of in respect of whwh the court is ratisfled that this or 
has been contravened shall be forfeited to the Himat 
Pradesh Government.
